which will be expoſed to the maltce and violence of 
ſuch deſperate perſons as muſt beimployed in fo hor.

ſervation of them ; All which being ducly confi. 
dered by the Lords and Commons, and how great 
an obligation lyes upon them, in Honour, Conſcience
